WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—The weekly 


crop report issued by the weather, bur- 
eau today is as follows:' The .drouth pre- 
vailing in. portions of the central valleys 
in the previous week has been ^relieved 
by abundant rains, but drouth continues 
to central and we»tern Tennessee and is 
beginning to be felt .in .the middle, gulf 
states and over considerable part .of to- 
day's. The latter part of -the week .was 
too cool in the lake region and unseason- 
able low temperatures occurred: in.the 
northern Rocky Mountain'districts and 
upper Missouri valley on the : 21st -and 
22nd but elsewhere east of .tho -Rooky 
Mountains the temperature has been fav- 
orable. 
Principal corn states have experienc- 


ed a week cf favorable conditions, abun- 
dant rains having fallen throughout the 
corn belt, except in portions of Ohio.nnd 
Nebraska. Corn has made satisfactory 
progress in the state of the.Missouri 
valley and is generally improved In the 
central Mississippi and Ohio valleys 
although » considerabla part of,the crop 
in the Ohio valley has been injured .be- 
yond recovery. In the middle 'Atlantic 
states and lower Missouri .valley

beria back to Lake Baikal, restore all of 
Manchuria, cede the island of Sakhalin 
io Japan, and hand over to Japan also 
the Chinese eastern railroad, Ports Ar- 
thur and Dalney with th/adjacent terri- 
tory.

tory, realizing themselves posia.B'sed with 
an army, thoroughly trninediin,:war and 
imbued with patriotism, entirely willing 
to serve without pay,-or pay'cso. small 
unworthy of being .called nay,' capable of 
the most sublime sacrifice'; livpossossion 
of a formidable navy manned jiyitli. cre.ws 
and officers the best trained; injthe wo'rjd 
through series of battles' ;,ori the "seas 
that in future will be of woftd wide fame 
for their great destructivencss and loss 
of life,—all this will stiffen'np the back 
of Japan and there is a feeling on the 
part of the great powers of the world, 
that this time the Empire of Japan will 
not only brook no interference but. is in 
a position to make her demands perfect- 
ly good, and abundantly able to fight 
any power that blocks her way. 
'This is one reason why"there will be no 
interfering with Japan in this matter of 
violating neutral waters. It is realized 
in this respect Russia ie as guilty as is 
Japan and the world-powers will think 
twice before they undertake to dress 
down the little brown men. On our own 
part while it is but little of- our own 
immediate concern, yet- there is an in- 
stinctive realization, Japan will fight at 
the drop of the hat and then too, even

THE TI.V PLATE INDUSTRY. 


What protection can do, is testified to 


in the building up of the tin plate indus- 
try within a decade. The McKinley "tar- 
iff made the beginning, for in-lS&O not'a 
pound ifi returned as having been man- 
ufactured in this country and.' in 1801, 
552 pounds- is given as the total product. 
At this particular period our.;importe- 
tions of tin plate were 327,832 tons of the 
total product of England, of 448,732 tons 
and it was'freely asserted by the Demo- 
cratic opposers of tho protective policy 
that it would be impossible to build up 
the tin plate industry in ' the United 
States, protection or no protection. 


But it was built up for tho immediate 


answer to the McKinley tariff which 
gave 2V-: cents per pound protection or 
350.00 por ton, was the beginning of the 
erection of works for tho manufacture of 
tin plate. From the small beginning of 
552 pounds in 1881 the product mounted 
up to 18,803 pounds the next year and it 
increased every year until 1900 when the 
production reached 302,705 pounds. All 
this time naturally the importations 
were being steadily reduced n,nd from im- 
ports of 448,732 tons in 1801 the figures 
were reported ut but 171,657 in 1901. 


Tho factories at work the latter'part 


of 1001 were fifty-five in number, . of 
which number twenty-six were in the 
"United States steel trust, tho rest being 
independent. Since this period nearly a 
dozen new factories have been built;or 
projected, one of them being in this 
state. It is true tho number of factories 
have not shown tho increase expected, 
but as a compensation for this the work- 
ing capacity of the mills have been great- 
ly increased, and it is confidently nssert- 
cd the sixty .mills or so jn running order 
are able to unitedly produce at least 700,- 
000 tens annually-or nearly 300,000 tons 
more than our highest '.importations ever 
reached and 200,000 tons in excess of our 
present demand. .

During the period of 
thirty days while the fast was in pro- 
gress walks were taken for needed, exer- 
cise .and needful duties in his mission 
performed much of the time.

every one to follow this fasting process 
as a means of coaxing nature to da away 
with some of the surplus stock of-fat. 
It would be therefore well for any one 
deBirous of trying a fast, to first take 
the advice of his or her physician on the 
subject, for there may be excellent physi- 
cal reasons for not overdoing nature. If

Ozar Issues Manifesto on Occa- 


sion of Christening, Remit- 


ing Many Penalties. 


Abolishes Corporal Punishment Among Rural 


Classes, Remits Land Debts, Extends Aid to 


Finland - Amnesty For All Political 


Offenders Except Murderers. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 24.—The 


*s»r today issued ii lengthy manifesto 
on the occasion of the christening of tho 
heir to the throne. It is introduced by 
the following message to the people: 


"By the will of God, we, the cznr and 


autocrat of all the Russia*, czar o! Po- 
land, grand duke of Finland ,etc., nn- 
nounoe to our faithful subjects that on 
this, the day of the christening of our 
son and heir, the Grand Duke Alexis 
Nicholavitch, following the promptings 
of our heart, we turn to our grent iam- 
ily of tho empire and with the deepest 
and most 
heartfelt 
pleasure, 
even 


amidst these time of -national struggle 
and difficulty, bestow upon them some 
gifts Of our royal favor for their grcnt- 
cr enjoyment in their daily lives." 


IMPOBTANT CONCESSIONS. 


Tho various benefits bestowed on 


mnny classes are then enumerated at 
length. One of tho most important pro- 


: vi»ionB relates to the entire abolition of 
corporal punishment among the rural 
, classes and its curtailment in the army 
and navy. The manifesto remits land 
purohaao areas which affects one of the 
largest glasses :of the population through- 
out the empire, and its benefits are also 
extended to estates in Poland. 


The' general provision of the manifes- 


to include an'all round reduction in sen- 
tences for common lay offenses, a gen- 
eral amnesty tor political offenses, ex- 
cept in cases of murder and the educa- 
tion of tho children of officers and sol- 
diers -who have been victims of the war, 
as well as assistance for such families as 
need it whose bread winners have fallen 
in the service of their country. 


The sum of $1,500,000 is set apart 


from tho state fund for the benefit of 
landless people of Finland. 


FINISH FINES REMITTED. 


All fines imposed on villages, towns 


or communes of Finland for failure to 
elect representatives or to servo on the 
military recruiting boards during the 
years 1902 and 1903 are remitted. 


Permission is granted to Finns who 


have left their country 
without 
the 


sanction of the authorities to return 
within a year. Those returning who 


' are liable to military service must im- 


mediately present themselves for .service 
but Finns who have evaded military ser- 


. vice will not be punished provided they 


present themselves within three months 
of the birth of the heir to the throne. 


PARDON FOR OFFENDERS. 


' ' Certain classes of offenses, excluding 


theft, violent robbery and embezzlement 
are pardoned and tho government of 
Finland is directed to consider what steps 
can be taken to alleviate the lot o£ those 
forbidden to reside in Finland. 


Fines imposed upon the Jewish com- 


munes in tho cases of Jews avoiding 
military service are remitted. 


Persons arrested foV offenses punish- 


•ble by fines, imprisonment or corfinc- 
racnt in a fortress without loss o£ civil 
rights and who were still awaiting sen- 
tence at the time of the birth of the heir 
to the throne arc pardoned. 


MERCY TO POLITICAL EXILES. 
Political prisoners who have distin- 


guished themselves by good conduct may 
on the interposition .of the minister of 


' justice, obtain the restitution 'of thair 


civil rijhts 'at the expiration of their 
sentences. Persons guilty of political 
offenses committed within the last fif- 
teen years who have remained unidenti- 
fied will no longer be subject to prose- 
cution, while political offenders who are 
now fugitives abroad may apply to the 
minister of the interior for permission 
to return to Russia.

Given at Peterhof, on this tho llth 


day of August, 1004.

The date of the manifesto, August 11, 


is the old or Julian style, coinciding with 
August 24 of the new or Gregorian 
style.

czar received nt the hands of the church 
tho name of Alexis Nic'ftolasviteli, from 
which he is destined to pass in course oi 
time to the dignity and responsibility oi 
autocrat of all the Russians. Some of 
the festivities usual on such occasions 
for instance the state banquet were omit 
ted, a simple breakfast being substituted 
in deference to the grave struggle which 
the country is engaged in. 


ST. PETERSBURG,

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 24,—Dr. W. E 


Wilson contradicts statements made in 
Chicago papers, that cities along Lake 
Michigan are immune from tornadoes 
The presence of the lake is considered by 
some scientists as a barrier against their 
formation, but according to Dr. Wilson 
the lake exerts no influence whatever on 
tornadoes any more than 
on other 


stornis. 


"While tornadoes in this vicinity n . 


be infrequent, I would not say that we 
arc immune from them," said Dr. W. E 


'Wisconsin, fortunately, is not in th> 


direct storm belt that produces torna- 
does, but the necessary conditions arc to 
be observed hero at frequent intervals 
and if Milwaukee at such times happen: 
to be in the southeast quadraut of a 
cyclone area, a tornado may be lookec 
for. 
The presence of the lake I do no^ 


think has any effect upon tornadoes. Wi 
have thus far no record of a tornado on 
the lakes, but their probability is no 
precluded for that reason. Such a storm 
\vould produce a -water spout."

The only caller of im- 
portance at Sogamore during the day 
was Timothy L. Woodruff, former Lieut, 
governor of Kew York. His 
special 


mission was to discuss witli the president 
the appointment of a successor to the 
late J. P. Brigham as assistant secrctray 
of agriculture, and quite naturally the 
New York: and the general political sit- 
uations were considered. 


Mr. Woodruff talked frankly about his 


visit and about the iJew York political 
situation before ha entered the carriage 
for Sagamore Hill. 


"I really know very little at this time

The system• consists of 
nine miles of brass tube' through which 
bags of mail are transported by com- 
pressed air to various stations, includ- 
ing those located at all railway depots.

mendous losses. It is added that,the at- 
tempt of the~ Japanese to capture fort 
number one cost them .1,000. men and 
that their attack on Etseshan resulted in 
their losing 3,000 men, killed or wound- 
ed. Port Dalny is said to be filled with 
wounded men. The Japanese are hiring 
laborers here for service on the Lino 
Tung peninsula. 


It is reported that the Japanese are 


obtaining provisions through the port 
of Wei Hni Wei. 


FIERCE BOMBARDMENT. 


ST. PETERBORG, Aug. 25.—The em- 


peror has received a dispatch from Vice- • 
roy Alexieff, dated .August 24,_ saying 
that General Stoessel reports from Port 
Arthur Augustz 19th, that at 4:30 in 
the morning of that day, the Japanese 
began an a-ssanlt on Uglovoi Hill and 
opened 8 fierce bombardment on the for- 
tifications north and east fronts, with 
their batteries on Wolf Hills. 


The ' Japanese, ho adds, are digging 


trenches in front of Suyshin and along 
the entire Ltmkhe, (Tiger) valley. 


JAP ARMY OVER 200,000. 


LIAO YANG, Aug. 25.—At the Rus- 


sinn headquarters here General! Kuroki's 
army is estimated at 100,000 men, Gen- 
eral No.dzu's force at 50,000 and Gen, 
Oku's at 40,000. This is exclusive of the 
two divisions of about 30,000 men, mov- 
ing up on the right bank of the Liao 
liver. According to the Chinese tlie 
Japanese have converted the branch rail- 
road from New Chwang to Tashichao 
Into a narrow guage, and are conveying 
thither twenty siegp guns. 


Field Marshal Ayama, the Japanese 


commander in chief, is understood to be 
with the besiegers of Port Arthur. 


It continues to be believed here that 


the Japanese armies in Manchuria are 
awaiting the result of the storming "of 
Port Arthur before renewing their move-' 
bents against the forces of Gen Kuro- 
patfcin. 


LONDON, Aug. 25.—The Associated 


Press learns that Ambassador Benckeh- 
doril has advised the foreign office here 
that the cruiser which'.overhauled the 
British steamer Comedian off the south- 
east coa,st of Cape Colony August 
21, 


was probably the Smolensk, in which her 
action could only be explained on the 
supposition that the orders telegraphed 
to her by the Russian admiralty after 
the Malacca affair failed to reach her 
commander. The Rxissian government 
therefore proposes to take renewed meas- 
ures to see that the Smolensk receives 
orders to cease "the examination of neu- 
tral shipping: It is explained'that be- 
fore leaving for the south the Sevasto- 
pol and Smolensk took on board a large 
supply of coal thus enabling them to 
keep at sea without visiting a port 
where orders could be delivered. 


While the British authorities desire to 


continue their conciliatory policy they 
have informed the Russian government 
that the Smolensk's interference with.the 
British shipping must stop and they ob- 
ect strongly to the examination of-mer- 
:bantmen so far as fivm'the scene of 
hostilities by any Russian cruiser. This 
objection, it is said today, applies to the 
British steamer Asia _equally with the 
Comedian. The Asia, which is now at 
Port Said, was detained and examined in 
the Mediterranean by the Russian aux- 
iliary 'cruiser, Ural. 


WANTS AN EXPLANATION. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 25.—Great 


Britain has formally called the attention 
of the Russian government to the re- 
newed activity of the volunteer Smolensk 
and has asked for explanations. Russia 
has not:yet formally replied, being with- 
out official information, but in a general 
way she has explained what the foreign 
office suggested to the Associated Press 
yesterday.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 25.—The list 


of christening honors is very'large con- 
taining plentiful recognition of the^army 
and all departments of state except the 
navy where the honors are practically 
limited, to Admiral Jessen and Capt. DOL- 
bich, as imperial aides de camp. 


The conferring of the high order of 


St. Alexander Novsky on Foreign Min- 
ister Lamsdorff and the order of the 
White Eagle on M. Witte, president of 
the council of ministers is regarded as 
significant and as indicating the com- 
plete return to favor of the emperor's 
conservative counsellors. 


While there is some popular disap- 


pointment with the emperor's manifesto 
because it was hardly as broad as ex- 
pected, the papers unite., in praising it 
and in expressing_good wishes for the 
heir's health and happiness. They also 
publish special articles on the abolition 
of corporal punishment. 


The Novoe Vremya says that the 


peasants remitted arrearages of taxes

SHANGHAI, Aug. 25.—An order waa 


received at !J:30 o'clock last night1 from 
the' Russian minister at Peking that the 
cruiser Askold and the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Grozovoi arc to be disarmed. 
Yesterday was a day of considerable anx- 
iety in official circles. First an order 
went forth that the vessels could remain 
four days longer. Then negotiations were 
begun for another four days. This re- 
quest was eagerly and persistently press- 
ed by the Russian minister at'Peking but 
it wns absolutely refused by the Chinese 
government. Thereupon an order came 
to Shanghai to rush work on the vessels 
and go out to what 
seemed certain 


death next Sunday. The abject distress 
of the Askold's crew when this news'waa 
received was pitiable. From the first the 
officers and crew have urged disarma- 
ment but the minister at Peking would 
not consider the suggestion. 


The dock managers yesterday notified 


the Russian officials that the .Askold's 
hull could not be repaired by Sunday. 
More-telegraphing to Peking followed 
and last night the welcome order to dis- 
mantle was received by the Russian ad- 
miral. Under the supervision of the 
customs authorities representing China 
the Askold and Grozovoi will go out of 
commission before Sunday and as soon 
as .they are patched up they will take 
their places alongside thergunboat Mand- 
jur which was 'dismantled; last;? March. 
Emperor Nicholas oent a inessagc to the 
crews of the Askold; and Groioypi con- 
gratulating them for saving the vessels 
and conveying wordq of hope. There is 
general satisfaction here over the out- 
come of the matter. It is understood 
that the Japanese fleet will remain -until 
the .Russian vessels are. completely dis- 
armed. 


' WELCOME SOLUTION.

KEMPF ACCUSED 


BY THE GOVERNOR 


ChargBd That He Male Personal 
\ Loans From the State 


Depositories. 


State Treasurer Must luerease His 


Bond aua is Given Until August 


30 to Furnish Larger 


Surety. 


MADISON, Aug. 25.—Gov. La Follette 


has sent State Treasurer John J. Kampf 
a letter, giving big reasons in detail for 
ordering the treasurer to furnish a larg- 
er bond, and fixing 12 o'clock of Aug. 
30 for the time within which it must be 
furnished. ',The governor makes the sen- 
sational charge that the state treasurer 
las made personal loans from various 
banks,which are state depositories,, upon 
perBpnaTptqtes and amounting to man; 
thbu^anifc of dollars, and that such loans 
were, extended simply because Kempt 
Was,'state treasurer, the banks not re-

fusing the loans through fear that, if 
they did ,the state's money would be 


iOi4rsiwTi fro'm them. '' 
The^qvernbr says that the legislature 


shfnild prohibit such ' practices. The 
governor, also states^that he is inform- 
ed that the surety company which has 
furnished the present bond of tlwj treas- 
urer has refused to increase it to the 
amount desired. 


MAKES CHARGE IN LETTER. 


The text of the governor's letter, in 


which he makes his now charge against 
the treasurer, follows: 


Executive Chamber, Madison,. Wis., 


Aug. 23, 1904.—Mr. John J. Kempf, Sir: 
Upon the 28th; of. July, 1904, you were 
notified.by ihS" Executive that you were 
required under the statutes of the" state 
io furnish an additional bond as state 
treasurer .in the sum of- $350,000, for 
the reason that you had wrongfully ap- 
propriated to your "own use funds of the 
state entrusted to your keeping by vir- 
tue oi your office. 


The -time Hied in such notice within 


which, you were required to furnish such 
additional" bond was, before its expira- 
tion, extended to and made inclusive to 
the ninth day of August, 1904. Before 
the ninth day of Auguet the surety 
company whifch had furnished your offi- 
cial:, bond; to-tire state at the beginning 
,of your"'term of office 'had commenced 
aim-examination of the books of your of- 
fice: r am this day .informed: with re- 
speot to such examination that the sure- 
ty company finds 'the moneys.and.secur- 
ities .entrusted to the treasurer intact.' 


But il am further informed'that such 
surety company refuses to increase your 
bond' or furnish the additional security 
required;. 


TIME FOR BOND EXTENDED.

In view of the fact that the examina- 


tion of the surety company has bten ex- 
tended to the present time, and that 
you have, as I am informed by the repre- 
sentative of such company, not been ad- 
vised that such company would refuse 
to £rant you the desired increased bond 
until today, and to the end that you 
may bo given no just cause to complain, 
the time within which you will be re- 
quired to furnish such bond is extended 
as hereinafter stated. 


The reasons:for requiring an addition- 


al bond of $350,000 are .in no wise met or 
answered by the report of the examina- 
tion made by_ the surety company. It 
was to be expected that the moneys in 
your office would be found "intact," 
since you had, before the company began 
its examination, paid back into the 
the treasury the moneys which you had 
from time to time wrongfully converted 
to your own use from different sales of 
state lands, personally made by you, 
amounting to the sum of $3,406.13. 


BORROWED FROM BANKSt 


In addition to the foregoing, I am now 


reliably informed, and believe the .fact 
to be true, that you have-made person- 
al loans from; various banks, which' are 
state depositories, .located at different 
places, in the state, upon promissory 
notes, made or indorsed by you, amount- 
ingto > many thousands of dollars. The 
law, recogniiing the danger to the state, 
prohibits the loaning of money to the 
trcnsurer by any bant in consideration 
of the deposit with it, of any portion of 
the state's money.. I am not informed 
that personal credit has been extended 
to you at any of the state'* depositories 
in the consideration'of the deposit with 
such bank of the state's money; but I 
am reliably .informed that personal loans 
have been made to yon by the bank* 
which are state depositories, beokuse of 
the fear that' refusal to make the per- 
sonal loans to you would be followed by 
tne' withdrawal of the state's money 
from such banks. 


The fact that such personal loans have 


been made at many banks which are 
state depositories, located iu different 
parts of the state, against the establish- 
ed banking practice of requiring the, bor- 
rower, in the usual course ol business, to 
borrow from banks of which he is » reg- 
ular -'customer, leaves little room to 
doubt that such loans were extended to 
yon,, by the several banks making the 
same, because you were state treasurer, 
and- through the fear that refusal to 
•ujtt^hc loan- would.- et-uij you. to. jrijh.- 


draw the stateV money from such bank, 
add letter toadd letter to Kempt. 


"REPREHENSIBLE PRACTICE." , 
"While there is no statute imposing 


_ penalty for such a transaction, the in- 
terests of the state are as greatly jeopar- 
dized by such conduct ns in the caec di- 
rectly prohibited by the statute, and pro- 
vision should be made by the legislature, 
now that the necessity for the same-is 
disclosed, for the protection 
of 
the 


state's interests against such reprehen- 
sible and dangerous practices. 


"Furthermore, section 154'of the Wis- 


consin, statutes of 1888 provides that, 
whenever the funds in the treasury shall 
sxceed the amount of the treasurer's 
bond, the governor shall require' the 
treasurer to give an additional bond, 
within suoli time, in such' reasonable 
unount, not exceeding the funds in the 
treasury, and with such security as he 
shall direct and approve. The funds now 
:n your hands as treasurer largely exceed 
he amount of your existing-bond, and 
this fact in itself justifies requiring this 
additional bond. 


TIME SET FOR AUG. 30. 


"For all the reasons herein set forth, 


you are hereby required to furnish on or 
before 12 ofelock noon, on the 30th day 
of August, 1004, an additional bond in 
the sum of $350,000, secured by some re- 
sponsible surety company authorized to 
do'business in this state, or by Individ- 
uals who will justify, under the statute, 
in double the amount of the obligation 
assumed by .'each respectively. -

Training School. 


PEOPLE THERE RIDICULE 


THE CLAIMS ADVANCED 


Advantages Not Regarded as Practic- 


able in Their Estimation—Strife

Spirited. 


Prospects for Racine getting th« naval 


training station are brighter than ever. 
Advices from Washington point that 
way. Lake Bluff and Lake Forest ar« 
practically out of the race. Its red- 
dents made a strong pull for the school 
when fh-st proposed and were aided by 
Congressman Toss, who got hi* foot deep 
in the mire and was turned down cold, a. 
new commission being the result. 


Now the people of the two places nam- 


ed are out with a- remonstrance against 
the station being located.there, claiming 
it wus a .most ridiculous and unheard of 
thin;; for the government to think of lo- 
cating it there, the advantages not being 
practicable'and that it would cost mil- 
lions for a harbor. Waukegan, north of 
Lake Bluff, is out with a petition favora- ' 
ble to the school being located there. 


THE RACINE LOCATION. 


Racine showed up the folly of consid- 


ering Lake Bluff with photographs and 
conditions of the surroundings. At the 
same time the site between this city and 
north point was proven to be second to 
no other on the chain of lakes. 


Now options on all the laod required 


for the 500 acres has been secured; R. 
M. Boyd has finished a fine plat of the 
ground, in fact the best ever issued and 
it will be forwarded to Washington in 
a few days. 
. Of course the committees here have re- •' 
ceived no definite information as to tne ' 
site being located at North point, but 
are confident that it will be and Con- 
gressman Cooper is also confident, 


HOPE FOR" RACTNE. 


The following telegram from Washing-

been unable to overcome it. The cost of 
a harbor at the Illinois site is another 
consideration that is being duly watched 
by the commission, of which Capt. Reed- 
er is chairman. 


While Racine is .recognized by some 
. 


naval officers as second only to* Lake 
Bluff for the purposes of the government, 
and by others as offering advantages su- 
perior in every way to I»ke Bluff/it is 
not certain that the station will be lo- 
cated on Lake Michigan. The senator* 
and representatives advocating Put-ia- 
Bay are active in pointing out the de- 
sirability of that location, and then Is 
a possibility that, after all, the station 
may be located on Lake Erie. Capt. Seed- 
er, who is summarizing the evidence col- 
lected at the various points visited, ex- 
pects, to have the report of the commis- 
sion ready by Sept. 1. The decision of tie 
commission will be kept secret .until if 
.reaches the president.

Starr says sarcastically: "It is curious 
that the killing of a few dogs by these 
poor people should arouse these sensi- 
tive souls so much more than the whole- 
sale killing of Iambs and pigs for our- 
selves. As between dog meat and pig a 
wise man might hesitate, "but eventually 
would probably decide for the Igorrote 
custom." 


The practice of this tribe* of'wearing 


little or no clothing is also defended by 
Prof. Starr. 


To those who would clothe-the Igor- 


rotes, he says: "Surely any one who 
can see aught but beauty in these shape- 
ly bodies and fine brown skins or whose 
appreciation of that beauty is disturbed 
by any evil thoughts is certainly wrong- 
ly conatittited. 


"As they are with their dogeating and 


their nakedness, the Igorrotes are an in- 
teresting object lesson. Dressed they 
would lose scientific value and might 
die."

MUSCOVITE GREW 


BEACHED THEIR BOAT 


It Had Partly {Sonk, Having a Bad 


iist Starboard—The Japanese 


Suffered no Casu- 


alties. 


TOKIO, Aug. 23, 5 p. m.—The Japan- 


ese protected cruiser Tsushima alone de- 
feated the Russian cruiser Novik. The 
first fight occurred Saturday, August 
20, .ind the Japanese protected chuiser 
Chitose finished the destruction of the 
Kussian ship on Sunday. 


The details of the engagement reach- 


ed the navy department here today. At 
dawn on Saturday the Chitose arrived 
at a point 20 miles northwest of Bebun- 
shiri Island and proceeded to search the 
Soy (La Perouse) trait. The weather 
was heavy and the Novik was not dis- 
covered. At 8 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing the Chitose and Tsushima, met close 
to Rebunsharo Island. The Tsusima had 
previously been searching to the west- 
ward. After the meeting of the two 
Japanese cruisers the Chitose took up a 
line extending from Soya point to Cape 
Shiretoko and the Tsushima was dis- 
patched toward Korsakvsk. The Tsu- 
shima found the Novik off Korsakovsk 
harbor at 4:30 o'clock in the afternoon. 
rShe .immediately signalled her discovery 
•to the Chitoae by wireless telegraph and 
nt, once attacked the enemy. 


JAP SHELLS EFFECTIVE. 


The Novik was hit frequently by the 


•fire from! the Japanese cruiser and at 
5:40 she retreated to the inner anchor- 
age at Korsakovsk. She was then en- 
veloped in white smoke and evidently on 
fire. The Tsushima had received a > pro- 
jectile through her'bunks'number six 
and eight. She was leaking badly and 
listing and was forced to withdraw out 
of the range of the Novik's guns for 
temporary repairs. These were effected 
that evening. 


The Chitose joined the .Tsushima after 


•undown of Saturday.' The Tsushima 
was sent to guard the strait and the Chi- 
tose watched Korsakovsk harbor. 


CHITOSE FINISHES WOKE. 


At dawn of Sunday the Chitose ad- 


Tanced to the Kotsakovsk anchorage 
nnd discovered that the Novik had been 
beached close to the town and that the 
,rrew of the Russian vessel appeared to 
be disembarking. 
The Chitose shelled 


the Novik from 25 minutes past G until 
14 minutes past 7. The hull of the No- 
vik was concealed behind clouds of black 
smoke and thus made sighting by the 
Japanese gunners most difficult. 


JAPS SUFFERED NO LOSSES. 


After shelling her, the Chitose steam- 


ed to. within twenty-five hundred yards, 
to observe the Novik. She saw that the 


• Russian cruiser had partly sunk. -She 


had a bad list to the starboard and her 
side lights and lower deck was under 
water. Her hull was seriously damaged. 
The Chitose satisfied 
herself that the 


Novik had been destroyed and steamed 
awiy. 
'. The Tsushima has been repaired and is 
'•gain ipi fighting trim. The Japanese 
-sustained no casualties in this engage- 
ment. 


GOOD IN NAVAL STATION 


Navy Department Officers Sur- 


prised at Attitude of Lake , 


Bluft People. 


The accounts made public telling of 


the objections of the people along the 
lake shore adjacent td Lake Bluff, 111., 
to the establishment of the naval train- 
ing school there may give an entirely 
wrong impression to many good people. 
The following statement 'coming from 
the authorities at Washington will serve 
to give the exact facts in the matter 
and will show that the people of Racine 
can have no possible objection to the lo- 
cating of the site here and in fact earn- 
estly desire their city to be chosen. 


Washington, Aug. 22.—Officers of the 


navy department were astonished •when 
shown a clipping from The Chicago Daily 
News reciting how the residents of Lake 
Bluff and other north shore towns were 
objecting to the location of the lake 
naval training station in their locality, 
on the ground that 4,000 young hoocl- 
hims, "the culls of humanity," were to 
be turned loose upon them annually. 


"Why," said an officer in the' bureau 


of navigation, "those people don't know 
what they are talking about. Nearly 
every place on the great lakes has been 
pulling- to get that station, and 'it "will 
be* a decided acquisition to any -port. 
You don't 
hear any grumbling from 


Coasters Harbor Island, Rho'de Island, 
nor from Goat Island, Gal., where naval 
training stations are located. •' "Over $1,- 
000,000 has been spent on each of these 
stations, and much of the money has 
gone to the people in the neighborhood^ 
Congress has appropriated $250,000 for 
the lake station, and upon approval by 
the president of the report of the special 
board, now nearly ready, the site will be 
purchased and the construction -begun. 
Instead of threatening to defeat Repre- 
sentative Foss for his endeavors to: se- 
cure the location of the station on Lake 
Michigan, the people therij ought 'to 
thank him.

"Nothing could be further from the

CARE OF ROSS WOUNDED 


Japanese Take Special Pride in 


Fact That so Few flare 


Succumbed. 


BOSTON, Aug. 
23.—The American 


board has received from Rev. Sidney. L. 
Gulick of Matsuyama, Japan/a report of 
missionary work which states that .more 
than 1,200 Russian prisoners have been 
brought to that city. The prisoners are 
quartered in several large temples, are 
lightly guarded and are given unusual 
liberty for prisoners. Some at least are 
permitted to walk around town .with a 
small guard and even to go for .baths in 
the sea, and to go to the mineral' hot 
springs a mile east of Matsuyama. 


Special buildings have been erected on 


the drill grounds for use as.a hospital, 
where some 8,000 wounded have been or 
are being treated with the best- care the 
country can provide. Out of the total

Matsuyama, DO per cent have ;been sue-: 
cessfully treated. Many cases have been 
terrible. The chief surgeon, apparently 
takes great pride in 'the showing.

ST. LOUIS, Aug. 23.—The> Republic

BRITISH STEAMER 


SUBJECTED TO INSULT 


Reported That Russian Auxiliary Cruiser 


Smolensk Examined Comedian's 


Xfapct*. 


DARBAN, Natal, Aug. 23.—The cap- 


tain of the British steamer Comedian 
has lodged a protest against the action 
of the Russian military cruiser Smolensk 
in stopping the steamer and examining 
her papers on Sunday last off the south- 
east coast of Cape Colony. 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—The foreign office 


has ordered, the British consul at Dur- 
ban, Natal, to make a complete report of 
the circumstances connected with the re- 
ported examination of the papers of the 
British steamer Comedian by a Russian 
auxiliary cruiser off the south African 
coast. If the report should be confirmed, 
that Smolensk was the vessel which 
made the examination then a vigorous 
protest will be made through Ambassa- 
dor Hardinge. In any event if a Rus- 
sian cruiser actually held up the Comed- 
ian, the incident will be made the subject 
of,.representation, on the ground that 
the steamer was so far away from the 
scene; of hostilities that there was not 
the slightest reason for her stoppage. 


The most important feature of the in- 


cident, however, is the identity of the 
cruiser.. If the Smolensk actually exam- 
ined the: Comedian's papers, she, accord- 
ing to the British officials, violated the 
assurances given by the Russian govern- 
ment that neither she nor the St. Peters- 
burg would be used again as a man of 
war. The Russian embassy has not been 
advised of the overhauling of the Comed- 
ian and is inclined to doubt, if it occurr- 
ed, that itha Smolensk was connected with 
it in view of the specific Instructions is- 
sued by the admiralty at St. Petersburg. 
So far as officially concerned the matter 
is so hazy that it is conceded in both 
diplomatic circles and at the foreign of- 
flee that it is desirable to obtain all the 
facts before formally raising a question 
which may develop into an important in- 
ternational dispute. 


LIVERPOOL, Aug. 23.—The owners 


here of the Comedian, have no confirma- 
tion from the captain of the steamer that 
it was the Russian auxiliary cruiser 
Smolensk which stopped the vessel, off 
the const of South Africa.

weather political. 


In referring to the old fashioned spell- 


binder and the old party organ, whose 
conception of'keeping straight with the 
local and- state bosses was to 
malign 


without mercy when called on, to care- 
fully suppress every line of 
legitimate 


news matter by telegraph or otherwise 
that failed to agree -with his tenents and 
his party, this paper says of the spell- 
binders of today and the respectable, self 
respecting 
newspaper who have well 


learned their lesson in the 
valuable 


school of experience. 


"Formerly, almost all newspapers, like 


the political spellbinders, addressed their 
appeals'mainly to passion and prejudice. 
Such an assertion as that the meanest 
Democrat was better than the best Re- 
publican, or that the Republican party 
never got wrong on any public question 
or the Democratic party right, was es- 
teemed valid political argument arid 
evoked thunders of applause upon the 
hustings. But popular education and 
improved facilities of communication are 
doing their perfect work. The typical 
contemporary American is an educated 
man who reads in his paper every day of 
the eveats of the entire world, who has a 
passion for facts, and who can think 
more or less logically 
concerning the 


facts and events that come under his ob- 
servation. Men of this type are not, go-

The old fashioned organ 
is rapidly becoming extinct. Successful 
and* influential newspapers of today in 
cities both large and small are disting- 
uished for the fairness -with which they 
discuss political questions and treat poli- 
tical opponents.

They repel with scorn the 
suggestion that anything good can come 
out of the opposition Nazareth." 


Conservatism against radicalism will

Only with the extrem- 
ist, the irreconcilable, are the enmities 
forgotten or refused in social intercourse. 
But the example set at Washington it

the expense of the community, but yet 
after all the American public enjoy the( 
cheapest freight rates of any country in' 
the world. Our passenger rates 'are not 
the cheapest but as to this,' the accom- 
modations given the American 
public 


much exceed that given the 'traveling 
public in other countries^ and 'yet, the 
passenger rates when the differing fac- 
tors are compared are really--not mater- 
ially higher, if any'higher. 


Says an exchange in k discussing' this 


matter: 


"Despite the higher rates the average 


distance traveled by the passengers on 
American roads was 28.68 miles, while in 
foreign countries it ran from Austria- 
Hungary with^ 21:4' to Switzerland'with 
12.0. On freight traffic the conditions be- 
tween this and foreign countries are re- 
versed in 'many particulars from those 
shown by the passenger traffic. In ton 
miles Alsace-tforraipe stands firsfc with 
909,067 ton miles per'naile of road, Prus- 
sia second with 773,586, the" United 
States third with 760,414, and .the rest 
down to Holland with 3T1,500. 


"In freight revenue per mile of road 


the roads of the United States are tenth 
with an average of $5,804; the United 
"ingdom stands first with "$11,440; Prus- 


ia second with $10,930; Belgium third 


with $10,010, and Holland last with $4,- 
680. Like the passenger haul, the aver- 
age freight haul in this country exceeds 
all others. 
Here the average haul of 


Teight miles was 251.98; Bavaria came 
second with 87.9; France third with 81.3, 
and the rest all the way down to Switz- 
erland with 34.6 miles. 


"While the. railways of the 
United 


States stand first in the average amount 
charged per mile for passenger service, 
they are last on the list when it comes 
to freight rate charges. Switzerland was 
first, where the freight revenue per tiim 
mile, was 2.68 cents;. France second with 
1.5; Bavaria third with 1.46; Austria- 
Hungary next with 1.44, and then came 


ermany, 1.41f Prussia, 1.33; 
Baden, 


1.25; Holland, 
1.19, and the United 


States^ where the charge was only 0.75 
of a cent per ton of freight hauled one 
mile. Although interesting, averages are 
valuable only as such and do cot tell 
fully of conditions, which 
sometimes 


change the view that should be taken re- 
garding them."

Thus, the American people enjoy the 


cheapest freight rates of any country in 
the world and these rates are by no 
means confined to localities but prevail 
as a rule in every state. Still, this is not 
saying there has been discriminations, 
there have been but it is being steadily 
done away with.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 24.—The 


tzar today issued fc lengthy manifesto 
on the occasion of the christening of the 
heir to the throne. It is introduced by 
the following message to the people: 


"By the will of God, we, the cznr and 


•utocrat of all the Russias, czar of Po- 
land, grand duke of Finland ,ctc., an- 
nounce to our faithful subjects that on 
this, the day of the christening of our 
eon and heir, the Grand Dnkc Alexis 
Nicholavitch, following the promptings 
of our heart, we turn to our great lam- 
ily of the empire and with the deepest 
and 
most 
heartfelt 
pleasure, 
even 


amidst these time of national struggle 
and difficulty, bestow upon them some 
gifts of our royal favor for their great- 
er enjoyment in their daily lives." 


IMPORTANT CONCESSIONS. 


The. various benefits bestowed on 


many classes are thep enumerated at 
length. One of the most important pro- 
visions relates to the entire abolition of 
corporal punishment among the rural 
classes and its curtailment in the army 
and navy. The manifesto remits land 
purohnao areas which affects one of the 
largest .olnssesiof the popxilation through- 
out the empire, and its benefits are also 
extended to estates in Poland. 


The general provision of the manifes- 


to include an all round reduction in sen- 
tences for common lay offenses, a gen- 
eral amnesty for political offenses, ex- 
cept in cases of murder and the educa- 
tion of the children of officers and sol- 
diers who have been victims of the war, 
us well as assistance for such families as 
need it whose bread winners have fallen 
in the service of their country. 


The sum of $1,500,000 is set apart 


from the state fund for the benefit of 
landless people of Finland. 


FINISH FINES REMITTED. 


All fines imposed oh villages, town 


or communes of Finland for failure t 
elect representatives or to serve on th 
military recruiting boards during th 
years 1902 and 1903 are remitted. 


Permission ia granted to Finns wh 


have left their country without 
th 


sanction of the authorities to rctur 
within a year. Those returning wh 
are liable to military service must im 
mediately present themselves forjscrvie 
but Finns who have evaded military aer 
vice will not be punished provided thej 
present themselves within three month 
of the birth of the heir to the throne. 


PARDON FOR OFFENDERS. 


Certain classes of offenses, excludin, 


. theft, .violent robbery and embezzlemen 


are pardoned and the government o 
Finland is directed to consider what step 
can be taken to alleviate the lot of those 
forbidden to reside in Finland. 


Fines imposed upon the Jewish com 


mimes in the cases of Jews avoiding 
military service are remitted. 


Persons arrested fot offenses punish 


•ble by fines, imprisonment or confine 
raent in a fortress without loss of civi 
rights and who were still awaiting sen 
tence at the time of the birth of the heir 
to the throne are pardoned. 


MERCY TO POLITICAL EXILES. 
Political prisoners who have distin 


guished themselves by good conduct may 
on the interposition of the minister of 
justice, obtain the restitution of their 
civil rights "at the expiration of their 
sentences. Persons gnilty 
of political 


offenses committed within the last fif- 
teen years who have remained unidenti- 
fied will no longer be subject to prose- 
cution, while political offenders who are 
now fugitives abroad may apply to the 
minister of the interior for permission 
to return to Russia.

Given at Peterhof, on this the llth 


day of August, 1004.

The date of the manifesto, August 11, 


is the old or Julian style, coinciding with 
August 24 of the 
new or Gregorian 


style. 


WELCOMED BY PRESS.

The 
Russ says: "It will be hailed as the dis- 
appearance of a great evil. No .longer 
will it be possible to call Russia the 
land of the knout."

and the chiming of innumerable church 
bells echoing from the Baltic V the 
Black sea, and from the frontiers of Po- 
land to the confines of the farthest east, 
Notwithstanding the momentous events 
passing »t the front, the -whole' popula- 
tion turned gladly for the time being 
from more serious considerations to par- 
ticipate in the day of glittering ceremon- 
ial and pageantry at Eaterhof, where 
the tiny successor of the great white 
czar received at the hands of the church 
the name of Alexis Nicholasvitch, from, 
which he is destined to pass in course of 
time to the dignity and responsibility of 
autocrat of all the Russians. Some of 
the festivities usual on such occasions, 
for instance the state banquet were omit- 
ted, a simple breakfast being substituted 
in deference to the grave struggle which 
the country is engaged in. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 24.—The 


christening of the heir to", the Russian 
throne took place this morning at the 
church of the Peterhof'palace with im- 
posing ceremony. A procession of gild- 
ed 
coaches, accompanied the 
infant 


prince from the Alexandra Villa to the 
church. After the metropolitan of St. 
Petersburg had administered the sacra- 
ment to the heiv, the emperor invested 
the latter with the insignia of the order 
of Saint Andrew. Immediately

after the ringing of church bells and 'the 
firing of a salute of 101 guns announced 
the completion of the ceremony. 


Both Peterhof and St. Petersburg are

material increases are noted in the 
amoimts paid out in pensions as comi^ 
pared with the fiscal year -1903.' In .the 
case of Ohio, pension payments dropped 
from. $15,028,505 in 1903, to $14,£>9ff,53£ 
In Wisconsin, pension payments increas- 
ed about $2^,000 in the year. 


The total pension payments in the 


year ended June 30, 1904, aggregated 
$14.0,257,029, as compared .with $130,092,-' 
181 in the. preceding year. The number 
of pensioners on the rolls is now 989,852, 
as compared with 991,330 last year. 
These figures arc contained in <jhe annual 
report of Eugene F. Ware, commissioner 
of pensions, which was made public to- 
day.
